No. 10 - A , 51-52 . — In pursuance of rule 160 of the Indian 
Aircraft Rules, 1937 , the Central Government is pleased 
to extend for a period up to the 31st March 1953 the 
exemption granted in the Order of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Communications No . 10 - A / 2 -51, 
dated the 14th March 1952 , to Indian registered aircraft 
engaged in international public transport from the op 
eration of clause ( a ) of sub - rule ( 4 ) of rule 38 of the 
said rules, subject to the conditions specified at ( ii) to 
( vi ) in the said Order . 

2 . This exemption shall apply to flights between India 
and Pakistan , Nepal or Ceylon or such other destina 
tion as may be approved by the Director General of 
Civil Aviation .
